The bureau is not a selfish or- 
ganization, organized for the purpose 
of putting any one out of business but 
to help the farmers of the county keep 
In business. 

The officers hope to lnorease the 
membership in this drive to at least 
300 members and these farmers are 
au very much Interested In the move- 
ment that It is pretty safe to Bay It 
will be done.

Mrs. W. B'Arnold, of Arkadelphia, Ark., who is said to have 
the distinction of being the only mother who visited her s on in 
France, has the following comment to make on the life of the Amer- 
ican soldiers as she found it: 

"The boys over there miss home life in having to do their own 
Washington, and they don't ffbil their clothes, which, of course, is 
conducive to disease. Then, although the food is good — and I ate 
with the boys— lining up with mesa tius and eating most any place 
does not induce good table manners. , 

"And their beds are not as comfortable ns the beds they slept 
in at home. A boy wants a soft bed, and he gets it just right in an, 
American home. These are the reasons the boys are homesick." 

Washing their own clothes, missing mother's cooking and the 
home table, and lacking the soli comfort of their accustomed beds 
— these are things whose hardship the American soldier boys would 
indignantly repudiate. Yet, quite likely that Arkansas mother is 
right.

During the Investigation in 1013 hy 
the United States Senate into the ef- 
forts of the L. & N. Railroad to Im- 
properly Influence Judges, Jurors, and 
public ollliers In Kentucky, hearings 
were heard before tho Federal Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. The 
hearing was public, both sides were 
represented by well-known attorneys, 
and nil the evidence was made a pub- 
lic record for the purpose of showing 
Just what the L. & N. was doing to 
Influence Jurors nnd other official* In 
stilts agaiasl the railroad company. 

The following letter to II. I>. Wnr- 
fleld, chief counsel for the I.. & N. 
Railroad, written by James D, Klack, 
of Barfoourvllle, at the time First As- 
sistant Attorney General In the Me- 
<Yeary administration, and later Lieu- 
tenant Governor nnd now Governor 
nnd candidate for ejection to that of- 
fice, was brought to light : 

"Dear Mr Warfleld: Mr. William 
Tye, of this place, nnd the owner of 
the local newspaper, 'The People's 
News,' has recently sold said paper to 
Dr. Chailes Davis, of this place. Hy 
virtue of some arrangement with the 
?.. tc N. R. H. Company, Mr. Tye holds 
a pass over n portion of the company's 
line In Kentucky. Because of said 
transfer of the ownership of sahl pa- 
per, Mr. Tye will have to surrender 
Ids pass, and Dr. Davis will likely ap- 
ply for same Instead. I write to ask, 
at the suggestion of Mr. Tye, to retnin 
kin pass during the remainder of the 
year. lie agrees to assist me In the 
company's litigation In the courts. Ills 
service In this regard will amply Jus- 
tify the company in permitting him to 
hold the pass for said time. 

"He Is of a numerous and Influ- 
ential family, and some of his peo- 
ple are usually on tho Juries In our 
courts. I think It would be a good 
Idea to allow free transportation 
for said time." 

When Warfleld received tie letter he 
sent It on to W. L. Mapother, Vic « 
President of the L. & N., with his O. K. 
and the following comment: 

"Please note and return. Mr. 
Black, besides being one of the at- 
torneys at Barbourville, Is also tho 
First Assistant Attorney General 
of Kentucky under tho present 
administration. 

"Therefore, I think It will bo well 
to comply with his request. Please lot 
uie know whether I may say to hint 
that this will be done." 

It will be observed that Assistant 
Attorney General (now Governor) 
P.Inck recommended Tye'a request be- 
cause "he agrees to assist us In the 
company's litigation In the courts," 
and because "he Is of a numerous and 
Influential family, and some of his peo- 
ple are usually on tho Juries In our 
courts." 

Tries To Defend Act. 

Governor Black on the stump has 
tried to defend his act on the ground 
that Tye was the editor of a Demo- 
cratic newspaper, and an old friend of 
his, and lie repeatedly asked Ids audi- 
ences If thf\v also would not do favors 
for their friends.

The famous L, ft N. pass exposure 
also Involves nnother well-known Dem- 
ocratic lender, Thomas S. Rhea, 
Stanley's campaign manager In his 
race for the Senate a year ago, and 
now manager of the state Democrat!.' 
campaign this year for the Black 
ticket nnd slated for a fat appointive 
office If the ticket Is eloeted. 

In 1011 Rhea was a candidate for 
the nomination for State Treasurer be- 
fore the Democratic Convention.

Frankfort, ,Ky., September 22.-ln 
response to the notice of hearing to 
determine the reasonableness of rates 
and the discriminatory nature of rates 
a* charged on certain classes of risks 
In Kentucky, Attorneys Thomas Bates 
and Seymour Edgerton and Elliott 
Mlddleton of the Western Acturlal Bu- 
reau, all of Chicago, together with G. 
H. Parker, Manager of the Kentucky 
Acturlal Bureau, appeared before the 
Department of Fire Insurance Rates 
today. The State was represented by 
N. O. Gray, Superintendent of the De- 
partment and the Attorney General 
Chas. H. Morris and by T. M. Goodloe, 
Actuary. 

The 10 per cent, purcharge having 
been taken off on September 1, making 
a saving of $750,000 annually to the 
policy holders of Kentucky, subse- 
quent to the notice of the hearing, the 
companies, through their attorneys, 
filed new basis rates for reratlng the 
State which, they claimed would tend 
to equalize rates and as a whole fur- 
ther reduce the premium Income of 
the State. 

The Department Is gratified at the 
removal of the 10 per cent advance as 
the result of the order for the hearing, 
and will make an exhaustive test and 
Investigation of the new rates (lied be- 
fore finally passing on them for ap- 
proval or otherwise.

DRIFTING BACK 
TO STEEL MILLS 

Many gteel Workers Who Went Ont 
When Strike Wtt First Celled 
Are Uoing 



Pittsburgh, September 24.— An in 
creaBlng drift back to the mills of men 
who have been on strike; spreading 
of the outbreaks of violence, and the 
determination of the strike leaders to 
resort to picketing are the most signi- 
ficant features of the steel situation 
today. 

"We feel very much encouraged," 
was the word that came from the Car- 
negie Steel Company's offices a few 
hours after the day shirt went to work 
In the plants of that company which 
are Injoperatlon. At Clairton it was 
given out that more departments were 
to be be placed In operation today. 

The Nntlonal Committee for Organ 
Islng Iron and Steel Workers will 
meet here, today, with Chairman John 
J. Fitzgerald, who will-leave later for 
Washington to appear before the Sen 
ate Committee on Education and La 
bor which will begin on Thursday Its 
Investigation of the Btrlke. 

Disorders, Incident to t»e strike, 
continued in the Pittsburgh district 
yesterday and last night. The most 
serious outbreak occurred at Garrell, 
Pa., where two men were killed In a 
clash between strikers and their sym- 
pathizers and State troopers. In the 
disorders of Mondny and Tuesday, at 
Farrell, New Castle and other points 
four persons have teen killed, more 
than a score shot, many others have 
been slightly wounded and hundreds 
of arrests have been made.

Ashland, Ky., September 24. — In

It 
Is believed in Ashland that their mills 
will continue to operate as heretofore 
In a, manner satisfactory to the own- 
ers and workmen.
